Grasses for a Permanent Meadow. { 


The most essential requisite for success | 
in seeding a meadow, saysCountry Gen- | 
tleman, is to place the suil in tie best | 
condition for the germination and early | 
growth of the grass, by asufficient top | 
dressing to renccr the surface soil mel- | 
low and mist. The most immediate re- 
sults will be obtained from a mixture of 
red clover, meadow oat and orchard 
grass, and later in the season from tim- 
othy, red top, Italian rye grass, meadow 
fescue and Kentucky blue grass, or a 
part of these. If the ground is moist 
alsike ciover may be added. Clover and 
timothy give fine heavy crops for a time, | 
but as they soon run out, it is well to 
add several other of the best grasses, not 
only for the additional crop which they | 
will furnish, but fui the protection af- 
forded to the roots of timothy and clover 
aguinsé tie severity of winter.
